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paſs'd on him, as he was caught up. Elias was 
s Man of like paſſiont with others, and ask d to 
die ; yet he was tranſlated as well as Enoch. It 
was not due to the Righteouſneſs of either that 
they were taken without ſeeing Death. Before 
that God formed them in the belly, he defign'd 
them their Tranſlation. - 

Never the leſs God doubtleſs meant hereby 
to put eminent honour on fingular Piety, and 
to excite others to labour after Eminence there- 
in. So God crowns his own Work, his own 
Gift, The Lord is well pleaſed in bis own Rights- 
ouſneſs in his Saints, and for his own Names 


lake magnifies and honours it. Singular Zeal, 


Diligence and Devotion in degenerate times 
mall receive a diſtinguiſhing ' Reward. As 
Elias was alone in the cauſe of God in a moſt 
corrupt time, ſo in Enochs day the flood of In- 
fidelity & Impiety begun to break in upon the 
old World. 

THeN God ſaw it a fit time to give Mankind 
an Ocular Teſtimony of thatEternal Life which 
he. has prepared for them that love and pleaſe 
him. Adam was but Juſt dead, as it were, be- 
fore the Tranſlation of Enoch; and ſome think 
that Adam himſelf was the firſt Inſtance of a 
natural death; (for as to Abel he died a violent 
one) and the World by reaſon of the rarity of 
Death and the long life of Mankind might 
grow into a ſtrange degree of unbelief, profaneſs, 
fenſuality & injuſtice before the death of Adam. 


Now I take Enochs tranſlation to have been 


meant and order'd by God as a Teſtimony ro 
the very Senſes and common Undeiſtanding of

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in an unſeen and eternal World; Secondly, 
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the Menot the Old World, | Firſt, that there is 
a bleſſed Immortality for pious and holy.Perſons;

Phird!ly, that there ſhall certainly be a Reſar-: 
— of the Bodies of Saints to a bleſſed Lite 
aud glorious Immortality. 

Nor that I think the Parriarchs before Enoch 
were without the Doctrine and Hope of the 
Reſurreftion of the body: I believe much the 
contrary, namely, that God revealed this to 
Adam, and that Enoch had walked in zbis Faith, 
Others befbre him; But the World, now 2 
thouſand year o/d in fin, began to languiſh un- 
der a miſerable decay of Fuiib, and needed 
ſome remarkable Teſtimony from Heaven to the 
Doctrine of a future Life and the Reſurrection 
of the Body. -- 

AND as to Eroches being taken fo ſoon from 
his holy walk on earth to the heavenly World; 
for he lived not ba/f the days of Adam, or his 
other gracious: Progenitors, I might ſuggeſt, 

TrarT God hereby teſtified his delight in 
early Piery, diligence and proficiei y; That 
he poured contempt upon long life on earth, in 
compariſon of the Eternal Glory; That heiles 
the other Parriarths and holy Men ſee that 
eight or nine hundred years here was not the 


rigbt, the privilege nor reward of their emi- 


nent Piety ; and that they ſhould by ho means 
depend on it. or take up with it.

That as Death 
ſhould reign over the race of Adam for ſix thous 
ſand years, fo the ſeventh would reſtore all 
the ſpiritual ſeed of the ſecond Adam to a Rate 
of glorious Immortality, — 
Mr. Henry obſerves, That Enoch liv'd juſt 2 
Tear of years, which as Men liv'd then was to 
go in the 2714 of his days; for the Fatriarchs 
before the Flood did more than double that Age;

In Encchs 
character and reward, all Men may learn their 
duty, and Saints their property & priviledge. 
HE wa!ked with God: He ſet God always be- 
Fore him ; Kept his eye continually upon God, 
and conſid er'd himſelf always under the eye of 
God; obſerv'd by him and accountable to him. 
He was a follower and imitator of the bleſſed 
God, ſtudied his glorious Nature & Perfecti- 
ons and his holy Will, and conferm'd his heart 
and life ro both, as far as he could attain. He 
made it his conſtant care and buſineſs to pleſe 
God, for can two walk together except they 
are agreed? He was wholly devoted to the 
Service of God, and the Felicity he propoſed 
to himſelf was Communion with God here and 
the Enjoyment of him for ever. He did not 
walk after the courſe of this world, with the 
men of that wicked age; No, but contrary to 
them; his fellowſhip was with the Sons of Ged, 
in whom was all his delight,and among whom 
he ſhone a burning light. He preach'd againſt 
the wickedneſs that then began to prevail over 
the earth with great zeal and courage, and 
warn'd them of the Day when God wou'd judge 
*em for their ungodly deeds. Thus he walked 
with God, exerciſing himſelf unto Godlineſs,

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kis life, God's glory his ruling End, and his 
ewn Salvation his-great and chief care. 

Ix all this we muſt take him for our Exam- 
ple, to walk even as he walked ; in the ſame 
Spirit and in the ſame Steps. — We muſt walk 
by Faith as Enoch did, by which the Juſt do 

live, and without which it is impoſſible to 
pleaſe God. So Abrabam walked before God 
and was perfect, and fo Moſes walked as ſee- 
ing him that is Inviſible, and having reſpett to 
the Recompence of Reward. — 

By Repentance we mult return to God, and 
walk humbly with him, the wicked and impe- 
nitent are walking contrary to God, and he 
walks contrary to them. But how did the 
Son of God on earth ſeek out humble Penitents, 
walk and converſe with them,and Joy in them? 
—To walk as Chriſt walked is indeed to walk 
with God.
